Lilimting the permeation enhancer to fatty acid ester of lactic acid would require new search and furthe consideration. Additionally, US 
'063 teaches lauryl lactate, that reads on the present amended claims. 

In response to submitted argument, it is argued that a conclusion of obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) does not require absolute 
predictability, only a reasonable expectation of success; and references are evaluated by what they suggest to one versed in the art, 
rather than by their specific disclosure. In re Bozek, 163 USPQ 545 (CCPA 1969). US 715 and CN '987 suggested permeation enhancers, 
and according to US '063, the art recognized fatty acids and fatty acid esters to enhance the delivery huperzine into the skin, and also 
taught the equivalency between fatty acids and their esters and azone in terms of skin enhancing effect, and this teaching of US '063 
would have motivated one having ordinary skill in the art to include fatty acids and fatty acid esters into the transdermal delivery system 
disclosed by US 71 5 or CN '987.
